The Witnesses for the Paper—Result of the

Lonpow, October 27.—I am assured, on au- 
thority for which I can personally vouch, that 
Parnell is prepared with evidence that will 
leave not the faintest doubt that the famous 
Times letters were forged.

PARNELL VS. THE “TIMES.” 


The Libel Case Comes Up in the Court at 
Edinburgh. 


EDINBURGH, October 277.—In the Conrt of 
Sessions to-day the case of Mr. Parnell 
against the London Time was again calied. 
Messrs. Strachan & Balfour, Mr. Parnell’s 
counsel, moved that closure of the record of 
proof be allowed. Mr. Murray, counsel 
for the Times, moved that the 
question of jurisdiction in this case be sent 
for determination on the procedure roll. 
The prosecution had many alterations in their 
complaint. They had stricken out ali refer- 
ence to the statement that Mr. Parnell had 
been supplied with money to enable him to 
escape justice, and it was no longer alleged 
that the statement was false, untrue and 
malicious. The Judge thereupon said 
that this left the record with only 
one question. Mr. Murray said 
he wanted the question of jurisdic- 
tion to go to the procedure roll, because no 
relevant averment as to jurisdiction had been 
made. He said that where the defendant’s 
statements were not met the plaintiffs made a 
simple denial. The prosecution had taken no 
notice of two averments concerning English 
law. The Court then granted the motion of 
plaintiffs’ counsel that the record be closed. 

Mr. Murray said the only publication averred 
in the complaint was that copies of the Times 
had been mailed to persons in Scotland. This 
averment, he contended, was irrelevant. The 
prosecution, he further said, claimed e right 
under the registration act to certain funds 
which was clear the act gave them no 
right to. The Judge decided to 
send the case to the procedure roll for 
a decision on the variovs points submitted. 
The Times’ record maintains the whole of its 
charges. It alleges that the action is an at- 
tempt on Mr. Parnhell’s part to avoid a full 
inguiry by the Parnell Oommission and to 
limit the issue of the Commission’s work to 
the sole question of the genuineness of three 
letters. The defendants do not rely upon 
the letters for proof of their statements, 

which are equally true, seven if the 
letters were not signed as purported. On the 
day before the summons in this case was is- 
sued the prosecution secured the issuance 
from the Court of Queen’s Bench of a . rit in 
action for libel for £5,000.

“comfort for our workingmen.’’ Now, 
if that is the true American policy and 
the Republican party really intends to 
give our workingmen the benefit of it, 
why not go aboutit in the open, direct, 
American way? 

If we tax labor on purpose to raise 
wages, why not supplement this taxation 
with laws compell the protected em- 
ployer to share the benefits of protection 
with his employe. When we liay such a 
duty on steel as toenable Mr. CARNEGIE 
to draw a profit of $1,500,000 a year from 
his works and permit him to lock out and 
starve his employes every time they de- 
mand ‘‘not only a living rate of wages 
butone with a margin of savings and 
comfort for our workingmen,’’ we are 
certainly practicing a great fraud on the 
latter. When we give the employer a 
margin of protection enabling him to 
charge consumers a profit far greater 
than the whole amount he pays for labor, 
we should interfere to compel him to di- 
vide fairly with ‘his employes, aud not 
permit him to.squeeze their wages down 
to the lowest point the competition of un- 
protected labor can fix. 

The pretense of protecting labor by 
empowering certain employers of a small 
part of the labor of the country to charge 
monopoly prices for products is and will 
remain @ mere pretense, false on its face, 
until the same legislation shallalso pro- 
vide for a coercive division of the profits 
that are coercively provided for by law. 
When government by law puts up prices 
to consumers it cannot justly refuse to put 
up by law the wages of the labor employed 
in producing the favored products. A 
board of Government arbitrators, armed 
with legal rules for proportioning wages 
to protection and fixing at least a mini- 
mum of wages in each protected industry, 
is the y thing that can set up a distinc- 
tion between honest protection to labor 
and a bare-faced fraud on labor. 

The Socialists, who are supporting Mr. 
HARRISON’s theory of the true American 
policy, will sooner or later force him and 
his party to abandon it or carry it out to 
its logical and fair conolusion. What will 
he say to them when they call on him for 
a law and a Goyernment bureau to regu- 
late and fix wagesin all protected indus- 
tries?

VRESH WATER SWIMMERS THE BEST. 

‘It is generally supposed that the best swim- 
mers are to be found among those who live 
‘near the salt water. No idea could possibly 
be more erroneous ,as it is my experience that 
not one in four of the dwellers néearthe séa- 
coast know how to swim atali, and even the 
most expert are but secondrate when com- 
pared with those who come from the fresh- 
water regions. My attention was first called 
to this fact about twelve years ago on Lake 
Quinsigamond in Massachusetts. A Harvard 
crew of eight, which was composed of 
trained oarsmen, and was practicing in «6 
heavy barge, came in contact with a small 
sailboat and was overset. Of the eight 
but three could swim, and had it not been for 


their comrades several would have been 

drowned, It turned out that the five who were 

helpless in the water came from Boston or its 

vicinity, while of the three swimmers two 

were P pected, bang and one came from the in- 

terior of New York. 
SAILORS AND LANDSMEN. 

‘‘Shortly afterwards I wamengaged as swim- 
ming master on the lastof the old broadside 
sailing frigates in commission, the Sabine, 
which was used as a sort of ning- 
shi for newly enlisted seamen.

sion. From a iong course of observation I 
have come to the conclusion that the ce 
of large bodies of water is detrimental, rather 
than advantageous, to the development of
